As applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages 18-22, Odani (US Patent 

6,760,906 Bl) does not disclose at least the following steps: 

" translating said UPC source code into a first intermediate form . . . translating said 

combined code into a second intermediate form, wherein any reference to said UPC-unique 

constructs are replaced by a references to corresponding proxy components in associated 

program text, and surviving UPC-unique constructs are discarded..." and/or. in as such a manner 

as recited in independent claims 1, 8, 13, 20, 29 and 34. 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or fairly suggest these claimed limitations, thus, all 

remaining pending claims 1-26 and 29-38 are allowed.
